Washington, February — (United 
News.)—Menace to the Monroe doe- 
trine was seen by many senators t»- 
night in the announcement that Great 
Britain is considering sending a war- 
ship to protect her interests in Nica- 
ragua, 

This move, announced by the state 
department tonight, apparently took 
this government by surprise, for See- 
retary of State Kellogg issued a curt, 
one-sentence statement saying that the 
United States had taken every possible 
step to protect the lives and property 
of foreigners as well as of Americans 
in Nicaragua. 

Senators Disturbed. 


Senators were frankly rbed at 
the news a.nd some saw he possibility 


of a repetition of the famous Venezu- 
ela incident when President Cleveland 
became embroiled with Great Britain. 
Many thought that Great Britain's 
action would be a direct violation of 
the Monroe doctrine. 

Originally the Monroe doctrine wus 
aimed at efforts of European govern- 
ments to set up govermments controlled 
by them on the western hemisphere, 
Since the Spanish-Américan War, how- 
ever, the doctrine has been expanded 
so that by tacit understanding Euro 
pean powers have’ kept hands off in 
every respect, leaving to the United 
States the task of preserving order 
and protecting all European interests 
in the western hemisphere. It is this 
aspect of the Monroe doctrine that 
senators fear has been challenged by 
Great Britain’s proposed move. 

Sees “Ugly Situation.” 

“I hope Great ‘Britain does not ‘do 
what she says she contemplates for ‘f 
she does, she might create a very ugly 
situation’ declared Senator James A. 
Reed, Missouri, democrat, member of 
the senate foreign relations committe>.

“If practicable, the properties

for more than two years. Some sort 
of protest to Russia had been looked 
for, but not couched in such seriouy 
terms. The first heavy clouds of the 
Anglo-Russian horizon came in 1924 
with the famous Zinovieff letter, 
which was one of the main causes of 
the downfall of the MaeDonald labor 
government. 

Moscow gold—a million sterling of 
it—contributed to aid the British gen- 
eral strike last year, which the Lon- 
don government contsidered a revolu- 
tionary movement, further dari:ened 
the skies, as have recent events in 
China, where the British are con- 
vinced bolshevik agents caused the 
Chinese to single out the British 4s 
their arch enemies among the hated 
foreigners. 

All Phases Covered. 

The British protest covers all 
phases of these difficulties. Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberlain said: “Sir, the rela- 


tions between the British government 
and the union of soviet socinlist re- 


publics continue notoriously of an un- 
satisfactory nature.” 

He continues through 2,000 words 
of ‘detailed charges, supported by 
lengthy appendices, speeches by M. 
Techitcherin, the Russian foreign min- 
ister, and other soviet officials, hostile 
extracts from the bolshevik press and 
commanist manifestos; then concludes 
by warning that “there are limits be- 
yond which it is dangerous to drive 
public opinion in Great Britain,” and 
that a continuance of the breaches 
of the agreement sooner or later will 
cause a break between the two coun- 
tries. 

One of the most important sections 
of the note charges the soviet govern- 
ment with full responsibility for the 
campaign of slander and defamation 
of Great Britain, and says that so 
long as the present rulers of soviet 
Russia, “be they technical members of 
the government or members of the 
political bureau, which is the domi- 
nating authority in the soviet union, 
or its ambassadors abroad, pervist in 
defaming Great Britain or advocating 
a world revolution, no improvement 
ee relations is» pos- 
sible.”

Johnson is that these groups will form 
a coalition and undermine him.

Within a couple of weeks the state 
championships of the country will be 
decided, and Manager Fritz Crisler, 
of the university, will begin to send 
out invitations to the winners for 
places in the bracketing of the ninth 
annual -tournament, which will be 
held at. Bartlett gym March 29 to 
April 2. 

It is Crisler’s hope that the six 
states which up to now have had 
no representation in the toutney, will 
be able to enter teams this year. The 
fact that the east has not ceme into 
the tournament as heavily as have 
other sections until recently has been 
the main reason why that section has 
won so little in the meet. Not until 
last vear, when Fitchburg, Mass., won 
the final game from Fargo, N. D., has 
an eastern team taken the titie. 

The university committee handling 
the meet hopes that the Indiana and 
California state high school federa- 
tions, which have ruled against teats 
trom their states competing in outsice 
tournaments, will amend their rules 
in order to allow their champioi 
teams to compete in the com’ ~:-et. 
The title winners themselves in the 
two states have consistently manifest- 
el a desire to be allowed to compete 
tor the national title, and only the 
state rules have stood in the way of 
their doing so. 

Thirty-three states were represented 
in the Chicago tournament last year. 
Thirty-two were state champions, and 
the other eight had made noteworthy 
records through the season, winning 
sectional or regional titles. Since the 
first tourney in 1917, the meet has 
developed into the only truly “na- 
tional” tournament in basketball. 

Manager Crisler again expects to 
see every section represented in the 
coming meet, and it is bis hope that 
there will be even wider representa 
tion than usual when the field gathers 
at the midway the last of March.

New York, February 23.—‘Kitty, 
bar-the-door” tactics are nothing new 
in sport, ‘but are particularly dis- 
pleasing to hockey fans, and are as- 
signed as the reason why the ice game 
is a financial failure in Ottawa, 
where it is played most successfully. 

The Senators, who wore the insig- 
nia of world’s champions upon their 
jerseys, had the “Kitty-bar-the-door’ 
game down to such a fine point that 
Ottawa hockey fans quit paying to 
go and see them win. : 

Briefly, the stunt is to slam home 
one goal early in the game and then 
sit back and play safe for the re- 
mainder of the contest. As a result, 
all the hockey after the first few min- 
utes is played by the visitors. 

Ottawa fans want to see their own 
team play hockey. but are treated to 
an exhibition of defensive skill, 
which, like the manly art of seif-de- 
fense, is something the sporting pub- 
lic never has come to appreciate. 

It is axiomotic in hockey that a 
team which must constantly attack 
leaves itself open occasionally for a 
counter thrust which may result in a 
goal, whereas a team that plays de- 
fensive hockey keeps its goal well- 
nigh impregnable.

Hamid Bey 
will be buried alive at noon in Pied- 
mont park in the presence of a com- 
mittee of physicians and will give 
the same demonstration here that he 
staged recently in New York, which 


created a sensation in that ciy. 
eArrangements for the strange dem- 
onstration have been completed by 
Manager Thomas H. James, of Loew's 
Grand theater. Hamid Bey will be 
buried in a grave six feet deep. His 
ears, nose and. mouth will be plugged 
with cotton. He will be wrapped in 
three heavy blankets and placed in a 
sealed grave. Dry sand will be thrown 
over his body for a distance of three 
feet. Planks will be placed across the 
grave three feet down and the re- 
mainder of the grave will be filled 
with dirt. The planks are used to 
support the earth to prevent it from 
crushing the body of ‘the miracle 
worker. 

Hamid Bey, through the assistance 
of *Zulficer Effenci and Professor 
Victor Bartelloni, will go into a 
cataleptic state and while in this state 
will be buried alive.

New York, February 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Bullish enthusi- 
asm was more pronounced in today’s 
curb market although a few soft spots 
cropped out here and there. The 
strength shown by the oil shares in 
the face of crude price cuts in Penn- 


sylvania, Ohio, the mid-continent and 
other fields had a cheerful effect on 
speculative sentiment. Humble, Prai- 
rie Pipe Line, Vacuum, Carib, Gulf 
and Transcontinental preferred, all 
closed a wk or two higher. 

Revival of activity and strength in 
the Rayon shares, based on the re- 
cent increase in the price of rayon 
thread and predictions of another ad- 
wance in the near future, was one of 
the outstanding developments in the 
industrial list.

New York, February —There 
was enough unfavorable news over 
the holiday to put the stock market 
down in the cuts in Pennsylvania and 


mid-continent crude oil prices, in the 
falling off in some railroad earnings, 
in smaller car loadings, in the dead- 
lock in the soft coal situation, in the 
growing certainity that there will be 
no railroad legislation at this session 
of congress to clear up the merger 
problem. Instead of declining, how- 
ever, stock prices opened higher and 
acted in a way to indicate plainly that 
the market is in strong hands with 
the hand of the most powerful Wall 
street interests clearly indicated in 
the strength displayed by Steel common 
and other so-called Morgan-First Na- 
tional bank shares. Steel common 
sold at the highest price ever touched. 

Short covering on the parf of trad- 
ers who sold borrowed stocks Mon- 
day on a misunderstanding of what 
was in the Los Angeles and Salt 
Lake supreme court decision was re- 
sponsible for much of the ground gain- 
ed in today’s stock moerket. There

To guard against misinterpretation 
of supreme court decisions by Wall 
street: news tickers which has fre- 
quently occurred and which occurred 
last Monday in the Los Angeles &

portant decisions are expected with 
open telephones. 

Such arrangements paid for them- 
selves many times over last Monday 
when the Wall street news tickers an- 
nounced that the Los Angeles and 
Salt Lake had lost its case cansing 
the market to break wide open. Those 
in Wall street who received word 
over private telephone wires from 
Washington that the decision was 
really no decision at all had an op- 
portunity to pick up stocks on the 
break while frightened traders who 
were throwing over stocks were still 
hanging over the news tickers trying 
to find out why the Los Angeles and 
Salt Lake had lost its case. 

Brokers Busy Day. 

Many Wall street brokers spent a 
good part of today trying to satisfy 
customers here and throughout the 
country who had orders in last Mon- 
day to buy stocks at prices under 
those ruling before the Los Angeles 
& Salt Lake decision was handed but 
who failed to get their stock in the 
break in process. The facts are that 
the decline and recovery all oceurred 
so suddenly that it was physically 
impossible for brokers on the floor 
to execute all of the orders on hand. 

For imstance one trader had an 
order in to buy Kansas Southern at 
46. That stock sold as high as 2 
7-8 on Monday breaking to 43, clos- 


ing at 49 and selling today up to 51 
before noon. The trader who had an 
order in to buy at 46 but who did 
not get his stock naturally put up a 
big ‘fight today. If the price had 
only dropped to 46 his broker could 
have reported that all of the 46 stock 
was gone before his order reached 
the specialist but with the price down 
to 43 he was entitled to his stock 
and he got it. Any number of such 
cases were fought out today. 
Baldwin closing at 196 1-2 Monday 
opened at 198 3-4 today crossed 200 
within the first few minutes and in 
the first half hour sold up to 201 3-4, 
a new high record for all time. There 
is some talk of a special meeting of 
directors next week to consider a split 
up but this talk is not credited. The 
facts are that Baldwin to all ~rac- 
tical purposes is cornered. Those 
whose have cornered the stock are 
encouraging further short selling by 
lending the stock flat. Those who 
want to trade on the long side of 
Baldwin are being asked for margins 
running from 50 to 75 points.

Short Interest Heavy. 


In the best ipformed quarters it is 
believed that there is a very large 
outstanding short interest in the stock 
market resulting from the sale of 
borrowed stocks against long stocks 
still held in strong boxes in anticipa- 
tion of a decline in the stock market 
this spring which so far has not ma- 
terialized. 


New Haven, St. Paul and other 
railroads which borrowed money from 
the government during war time fed- 
eral operation of the railroads have 
hopes that congress before adjourn- 
ing will reduce the interest rate on 
this indebtedness. These loans on the 
part of carriers originally running 
into billions have mostly been paid 
New Haven and St. Paul being the 
only two remaining large borrowers 
from the government.

of $27,000,000 maturing in 1935. Up 
to the present time all of these rail- 
road loans have been carrying in- 
terest at the rate of six per cent al- 
though the money loaned to the rail- 
road raised by the government 
through the sale of war bonds cost 
the government an average of 4 1-4 
per cent. A reduction from 6 per cent 
to 4 per cent on New ven’s gov- 
ernment loan would save™! sum equal 
to $1.01 a share annually on New 
Haven’s outstanding stock.

Often the security for a bond is a 
pledge of personal property rather 
than a mortgage on real estate, such 
as land, buildings and equipment. 
sonds so secured are called collateral 
trust bonds and the property pledged 
usually is stocks, bonds or notes. “Col- 
lateral” is an important, ubiquitous 
and high-sounding term in finance. It 
means simply, “something put up on 
the side.” It’s exactly the same thing 
as the pawnshop transaction wherein 
the borrower puts up his watch as 
security for a loan. Only, in collat- 
eral trust Bonds the borrower leaves 
his pledge with a trustee, usually a 
trust company, and f he doesn’t pay 
interest and principal as agreed the 
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trustee may sell the collateral and 
pay the bond holders. 


made by banks are secured by de- 
posits of securities as collateral. The 
691 banks that make regular weekly 
reports to the federal reserve board 
report approximately $5,000,000,000 
in loans secured by stocks, bonds or 
notes deposited as collateral. It is 


-an age-old method of securing short- 


time credit, and it was natural to 
apply it to long-term credit. Rail- 
roads were the first corporations to 
make a more general use of collat- 
eral trust bonds. Industrials and 
utilities followed. Holding companies 
find an economic advantage in thus 
financing subsidiaries. Securities de- 
posited to secure a bond issue may be 
the corporation’s own issues, or they 
may be stocks, bonds or notes of sub- 
sidiaries or of wholly unrelated com- 
panies. 

The important point for the pur- 
chaser is to ascertain that the securi- 
ties pledged are of sufficient worth 
to secure his bond amply. Another 
important point for the investor, is 
that the issuer of collateral trust bonds 
frequently has-the right to take down 
the securities he has pledged and sub- 
stitute others, with the consent of the 
trustee. This privilege is a practical 
necessity, because it may sometimes 
be of considerable profit to dispose of 
pledged securities. If the corporation 
pledging the securities is a strong, re- 
putable concern, financed by a_ bank- 
ing house that is intensely mindful of 
its reputation for sound financing, 
there is little or no danger of the sub- 
stitution privilege being abused.

CORN AND ATS 
SLUMP HEAVILY 


Chicago, February 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Corn and oats 
smashed down today to new low price 
records for the season. There was 
heavy general selling, and country 
advices indicated free offerings from 
first hands. North American corn 
supplies are nearly 12,000,000 bush- 
els larger than a year ago. Wheat 
reflected the weakness of feed yrain. 

Corn closed heavy, 1 7-8@2c to 
2 5-Sc net lower, wheat 1-2@5-Sc to. 
3-4c down, oats 1 1-S8e to 1 5-Se off, 
and provisions 2c to 15e up. 

Big holders of corn and little own- 
ers as well were pressing to sell to- 
day. Liberal receipts of .corn here 
today, 427 cars, and the disappoint- 
ing action of the corn market since 
the McNary-Haugen bill was passed 
had apparently much to do with the 
increase of selling. The downward 
swings in price which ensued were 
accelerated by that numerous standing 
orders to stop losses at various fixed 
limits were automatically brought into 
operation. Mild weather likely to 
diminish feeding demand was a con- 
tributing bearish factor. 


Lowest prices both on the day and 
the season were reached in the corn 
market right at the close. Buying 
was confined largely to previous sell- 
ers who were in a position to collect 
a profit. Failure of shipping demand 
to broaden here attracted much notice, 
and so likewise did the fact that Chi- 
cago receivers today had booked 
100,000 bushels more of corn to ar- 
rive. Oats followed the downward 
sweep of the corn market. 


Wheat was bhearishly affected not, 
only by the weakness of other grain 
but also by unusually fine weather 
for domestic winter wheat and by 
unexpected lower quotations for wheat 
at Liverpool. Predictions, too, were 
current that wheat supplies arriving 
in > tat will exceed import require- 
ments 


Provisions were responsive to the 
fact that packing hotse products are 
below a profitable manufacturing ba- 
om compared ‘with the current cost of 
1Ogs.

Colonel 
Kozloff took one of these to Moscow 
io the immense relief of the Tibetians 
who declared it would rid the country 
of much evil.
